The order of rank for the South- 
eastern Conference states is Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. Mississippi 
.State. Louisiana State. University of 
Chattanooga University of Louis- 
ville, Emory, University of Florida. 
University of the South. Florida 
State. These universities were all 
above the 0 average. 

The universities that fell below 
the average were Vanderbilt. Geor- 
gia Tech. University of Alabama. 
University of Mississippi. Tulane.

Appointed last spring by Dean M 
M White. College of Arts and 
Sciences, to study the campus park- 
ing situation, the eight -member 
group submitted Its final report to 
tin- college last week. Five faculty 
memoi rs and three students served 
on the committee. 

Copies ol the report have been 
sent to the Maintenance and Opera- 
tmii Department for any recom- 
mended action 

Committee members failed to ask 
lor an increase in the number of 
campus police, although early re- 
ports had indicated this propo al 
There are only two full-time police- 
men on campus duty now. 

In recommending a continuation 
ol the priority system, the group 
stated "that the system Is conscien- 
tiously administered by all con- 
cerned The fact that it Is not ef- 
fectively administered results from 
the enormous pressure of cars com- 
peting for space on a campus which 
is open to all comers." 

Sixtific measures outlined for 
adoption • include a more effective 
use of tlje parking lot behind the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
avoid straddling parking-space lines 
and leaving cars at home on days 
when large organizations meet on 
the campus. 

Approximately 358 organizations 
hold scheduled meetings here dur- 
ing the year. On the weekend of 
Oct. 29-31. nine such groups met on 
the campus. 

A complaint that police do not 
detect all infractions failed to re- 
ceive any action. Members noted

Undergraduate 
taking work under the Korean GI 
Bill may switch from one bachelor's 
degree to another without having it 
count as their one chance of course 
allowed under the law. the Veterans 
Administration announced this week 

The change must be made, the 
VA said in answer to many queries, 
so as not to require any more train- 
ing time than was originally planned 
to complete the course. 

For example, a veteran enrolled 
for a four-year course leading to a 
BS degree in agriculture could 
switch to an AB degree in liberal 
arts As far as the law Is concerned 
the switch would not be considered 
a change of course so long as the 
training time did not exceed the 
original four years. 

Degree changes do not constitute 
course changes, the VA said, since 
a veteran's educational objective Is 
li.sted as a baccalaureate degree, 
pure and simple, without relerence 
to his field of study. This policy is 
carried out. even though the veteran 
may hare put down a specific type 
of bachelor's degree on his applica- 
tion for Korean GI training. 

The law. however, does require 
the colleges to inform the VA when 
a veteran changes the degree he is 
aiming for The school must certify 
the change does not involve any ex- 
tension of training time and must 
list the degree objective to which 
the veteran has changed. 

A course change, only one of 
'.vhich is allowed each veteran, 
means the student has changed his 
professional or vocational objective

The UK-University of Tennessee 
football rivalry exploded in the 
publics face with both barrels last 
week. 

The explosion, which shook both 
schools and inspired thousands of 
words of news coverage, began Nov 
25, when a group of 18 UT fra- 
ternity boys stole the traditional 
•beer" barrel trophy, symbol of the 
rivalry, from M equipment room in 
Memorial Coliseum where it had 
rested since UK's 27-21 win over UT 
on Nov. 21. 

It ended Monday when three Ten- 
nessee representatives returned the 
keg to the UK campus. In its five- 
day period of captivity, however, it 
had brought forth vary ing reactions, 
including the preparation of a new 
barrel, with the latest score freshly 
painted on it. left in front of the 
Coliseum by a mysterious donor 
Sunday. 

Approximately 300 UK students 
and townspeople gathered in front 
of the Coliseum at 4:30 p.m. Mor- 
day to witness the keg's return to 
the campus It arrived in Lexington 
by automobile with an escort of 
three UT students. 

Allison Presents Barrel 

Bob Allison, president of the UT 
All Student Council, who was ac- 
companied by Lucien Dale, activi- 
ties chairman of the council, and 
Lee Winfrey, editor of the Orange 
and White, the student newspaper, 
made the presentation The barrel 
was re-accepted by Carter "Corkv" 
GIpss. SGA president, on behalf of 
the UK itudent body. 

Allison said he was sorry the keg 
could not have been filled with 
"some of our famous Tennessee 
moonshine" before being returned. 
He added that Tennessee was ex- 
pecting the barrel to be brought 
to Knoxville next year, "when we'll 
keep it for good." 
•Glass, speaking from a platform 
trected in front of the Coliseum 
for the ceremony, commented that 
the latest score had not been painted 
on the kep. "I understand." he said, 
speaking of the substitute barrel 



left at the Coliseum, "that it has 
been painted on another one." 

Theft of the barrel, immediately 
labeled by the press as "a kegnap- 
lng." was carried out by a small 
group of UT students, reportedly 
driving a high-powered car. Th« 
students entered the Coliseum about 
6 p.m.. Nov. 25, when most UK stu- 
dents left the campus for the 
Thanksgiving vacation 

Chain On Door Sawed 

Lexington police, who investigated 
the theft, said a chain securing the 
top part of a two-section equipment 
room door had been sawed or clip- 
ped and the thieves had crawled 
Into the room and copped the bar- 
rel. The thieves left a note, scrawled 
on toilet paper, saving UK could 
have the barrel back, "when you 
win it fairly." 

The note obviously referred to 
contention over a charge that UK 
quarterback Bob Hardy's knees 
touched the ground when he handed 
off to fullback Ralph Paolone for 
the winning touchdown against 
Tennessee Kentucky sportswriters 
did not deny that Hardy's knees may 
have touched the ground but 
charged an offside Tennessee end. 
a few plays before, had set up a 
UT touchdown

Dr. Stein's orchestral experience 
includes work with the Eastman 
Symphony. Rochester: the Nash- 
ville Symphony Orchestra and the 
Kansas City Philharmonic His 
major instrument Is the flute.

M. Marchal was born in Paris in 
1894 From 1915 to 1945 he served as 
organist at St. Germain des Pres.

the world He has also given more 
than 50 concerts on the organ of 
the Palais de Chaillor. finest organ 
in Paris. 

In 1950 Marchal gave 11 recitals 
of the works of J. S. Bach in the 
Palais de Chaillot in commemora- 
tion of Bach's 200th anniversary 
This same year he was a member 
of the jury for the International 
Music Competition for organ in Ge- 
neva. 

In 1952 he gave organ recitals for 
the Music Festival of Nurenberg 
and the Bach Festival in Ansbach. 
Germany. Early in 1953 he toured 
Australia for two months under the 
auspices of the Australian Broad- 
casting system He has been on his 
present tour of the United States 
since early autumn.

Computation of fraternitv standings throughout 
the countrv was made hv Col. Balph \V. W ilson, 
executive secretary ot College- Fraternity Scholar- 
ship Processing. The results were announced last 
week in a notice sent to Dr. Donovan. 

Kentucky not only ranks numher one among all 
state institutions but. in comparison with schools in 
the Southeastern ('(inference, it is lar ahead of even 
second-ranked Mississippi St. (,■ College.

Team rivalry was merely 
carried a little farther than usual by a group of 
overenthusiastie I'T students. The keg was stolen 
as a prank, and before I k students condemn the 
thieves," they should realize that thev themselves 
are not alxivc reproach wh< n it comes to pranks. 

As long as the rivalry exists between UK and the 
I diversity of Tennessee, such ordinanc es might as 
well lie expected. As long as college- rivalry does 
not get out of hand, incidents such as the keg-nap- 
ing are not to Ik- censured. 

I'T delegates r< turned the barrel in good faith 
and it was graciouslv accepted by UK representa- 
tives. We can alwavs look hack on the incident as 
making extreme!) good reading material over the 
Thanksgiving holielavs! 
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for student lxxly presidents. At lxitli of these con- 
claves students mav exchange ideas, compare ac- 
tivitie's. and offer solutions to problems which arise 
on so manv campuses. 

In addition. NS \ puts out a si'ries ot publications 
on student goverimie-nts. student activities, and 

general student |irohlems. The operations of NSA 

are even carried to an international scale throuf^l 
its assistance to student governments abroad. 

As to NSA poKey • ■ • The' national organization 
se-U forth policie-s which it hopes the student gov- 
ernments will endorse. Since there- is such a di- 
versification in membership, the individual SCAs 
are not compelled to accept these policies. It is 
strictly up to each member group to vote as it 
see s fit. 

It has hen pointed out that by joining such an 
oi i.mi/ation our SCA would gain prestige on the 
"campus, in that it would In- functioning on a na- 
tional scale. That mav In- so. but the question 
arises. Would the results warrant the expense of 
meml>ership. J 

Actuallv . we belonged to the NSA se-veral years 
ago. but dropped euit due tei a feeling by the As- 
seinhlv that "SGA wasn't getting its money's worth." 
The de legates attended the conferences and re- 
turned w ith ideas. However, none proved feasible. 
Too manv of the sugge-stions MM concerned vv ith 
matters other than government, such as trying to 
get local merchants to give students price reduc- 
tions. 

Of the colleges and universities represented then. 
UK was far ahead hi id get -vv ise. Our -So.oOO budget 
was much greater than some scliools with larger 
i nrollinents. Also, the I K delegates felt that the- 
member schools were not representative of our 
position in a great many matters. 

Since that time, however, new members have 
U en added, w hich have proved rather inflncncial. 
If these schools are more similar to I'K and can 
offer constructive suggestions to our SCA concern- 
ing its functions and responsibilities on campus, 
such an organization might be worth joining. 

Too often, in the past. SCA has been bogged 
down by i>ettv grievances and chronic problems 
which hinder smooth operation of student govern- 
ment. By eliminating, or at least remedying these 
problems w ithout unduly augmenting them, a bet- 
ter functioning organization could l>e obtained. If 
what SCA needs are practical and workable sug- 
gestions, which it is unable to acquire from any 
other source. NSA might offer the solution. 

Student Dishonesty 
Is Shown Recently 
In Campus Election 

When ballotings for the homecoming king And 
epieen were underway l>efore the Tennessee game, 
unethical voting practices were employed bv some 
of the students, making the election invalid. With 
this lx-lief in mind, two Kernel reivirters went to 
the Student Union and asked to watch the counting 
of the ballots. They were refused because, as one 
Sukv membe-r put it. it was up to them to an- 
nounce any irregularities found in the ballots-if 
thev were found. 

Fortunately. Sukv's president. John Faulkner 
came along and convinced those- counting the bal- 
lots that the reporters were not there to raise a 
sc andal or to discredit Silky. When the ballots 
were counted, there was no doubt in the minds of 
the people present that some of the ballots had Ix-en 
cast by students ineligible to vote. Suky members 
admitted that they, like the Kern<*l re port e rs. had 
overheard people bragging about the number of 
votes they had cast and how the girls had given 
their ballots to lx>y frie nds to be cast for the-ir queen 
candidate As a result, a second e le ction had to be 
held the next day. 

It is e-vident, and Sukv seems to agree, that the 
prese nt svste-m ot holding campus elections is in- 
adequate Because of the dishonesty of some stu- 
dents, a new plan is needed One- solution would 
lx- to have ID cards numbered when thev an is- 
sued By using these numbers as a means of identi- 
fication for eligibilitv to vote— and bv having some- 
thing to use as a control when returns are com- 
|Mited— fair elections could lie held. Sukv is in no 
way to blame for the dishonestv of a few students, 
but action must lie take n, and sexm. to assure that it 
ilix-s not happen again.
